By an informal vote last night, in a meeting 
in the Roman House, the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee voted to reduce their budget for 1964 by 
the sum of $50,000, thus in effect reducing the 
tax rate for 1964 by nearly $1. 

The vote was not unexpected, only the sum 
was in question, and was still a subject to be 
resolved, 

Town Manager Gerald Bouchard had already 
told the Selectmen that the sum of $44,373.07 was 
available, from Federal and other funds, for the 
School Committee to use for this purpose, and he 
had used a figure which is in this neighborhood

sum of $50,000, however, 


seems to have been 


greater than that for which he was hoping. 


Each year, for the past several 
years, the School Committee has 
Teduced its budget in this way. 
Last year the sum was $40,000, 

The money comes from various 
sources, and is earmarked for 
the use of the sehoois. One of the 
biggest sources is the so-called 
Public Law (United States) 874, 
which reimburses communities for 
sums of money spent in educating 
children of Federal employees, 

The law was passed because of 
the impact caused by such instal- 
lations as Bedford Air Base, where 
thousands of people will suddenly 
arrive and have children who have 
to be educated. 

Wilmington has quite a few peo~ 
ple living within its borders who 
are Federally employed, and re- 
alizes a good sum of money each. 
year, money which is under the 
sole control of the School Com- 
mittee. 
ry , During the discussion last night 

1 Superintendent Harold Shea 
remarked that there were 80resi- 
dents of Wilmington who are em- 
Ployed in the Boston Navy Yard, 
and this was one of the points 
which was worrying the School 
Committee. 

If the Navy Yard is shut down, 
as Secretary of Defense McNamara 
wants to do, the impact on the 
Public Law funds for Wilmington 
would be considerable.

by Chairman Arthur V Lynch, who 
said it was possible that the Navy 
Yard would be closed. He termed 
it a ‘catastrophe’ and said that if 
it were to happen next September, 
for instance, and after the funds 
had been already voted for the re- 
duction of the budget, the School 
Committee could find itself in a 
position where it had no money to 
operate the schools, 

‘And if we spend one that we

Last week, in a three-o’clock-in-the-morning 
job, the Town Crier wrote a story which appeared 
on this page, about the coming 1964 tax rate, and 
entitled it with a line which said the Town Manager 
expected a $3.50 tax rate increase. 

The Town Crier was never more wrong. It had 
reliable figures, but just misread them. There is 
no excuse nor explanation, except possibly that we 
were thinking of the tax rate of two years ago when 
we wrote the story. 

Jerry Bouchard, let it be said, expects that the 
tax rate is going to be just about the same, in 1964 
as it was in 1963 - about $38.00 As things now stand, 
before one considers the effect of the Warrant 
Articles to be voted in the annual town meeting, 
he is a few cents under last year’s rate in his figures, 

But the most curious thing about the whole 
story is the way the people of Wilmington took it. 
The Town Crier made every effort to let it be un- 
derstood around town, last week, that the story was 
wrong, but the Town Crier was still expecting that 
a lot of telephone calls would be coming from people 
who were alarmed because of the tax rate ‘increase’, 

There wasn’t one telephone call, would seem - 
that the people of Wilmington have become philo= - 
sophical in the past few years about jumping tax 
rates, 


MAKING IT UP TO WAVIE ~ 


The best part of the Selectmen’s meetings is 
that part to which the public is never admitted - 
the ‘Executive’ or ‘Informal’ meetings, such as 
the Selectmen have been having now about three 
times a week, while they consider the various 
items in the 1964 Town Budget. 

The regular meetings, ever since Nicky De 
Felice got into the Dump Scandal, have been sort of 
a whispering contest. 

Chairman Charles Black has always talked in 
a very low voice, so that it isno change for him, but 
the former loud conversation and sometimes shout- 
ing seems to be a thing of the past, as the Selectmen 
conduct the town business, or perhaps tell each 
other private jokes, 

But a week ago there was some shouting, It was 
in the Executive Session, and Selectman John Brooks 
was the Shouter, with Wavie Drew retorting in kind.

The Town Dump, which was established on land 
taken by eminent domain, near his pit, was to Leo 
Van Steensburg, an awful eyesore, and not at all in 
conformity with ‘the carefully kept pit he owned, 

When there was a fire there, after an ofl truck 
had got rid of its residue, after a midnight visit, the 
Fire Department scooped hundreds of yards of sand 
from Van’s pit, digging as they saw fit, and destroying 
the grade that Van had so carefully established. 

Van paid several visits to the Board of Selectmen 
about that, and, as we recall it, he didn’t get much 
Satisfaction, He was considerably put out that the 
level he had maintained was destroyed by the town, 

For Van was looking to the future, not only 
his own future but that of the people who would be 
living in Wilmington after he was gone, Undoubtedly 
he was véry unhappy, in his last year of life, to ob- 
serve the actions of the ‘Gravel Merchants’ who had 
bought the plac’, and were busy making a fortune 
selling fill to the contractors on Route 93, 

For, during the many years that Van Steens- 
burg operated a gravel pit in Wilmington, he was 
the only man who voluntarily bonded himself to 
ensure that nothing would happen, as did happen 
after he left. In a sense it is a shame that a pit 
which has become an eyesore bears his name.

Jeanne’s record of 44,4 seconds 
for the 500 meters, made a week 
ago last Saturday, at Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, broke the for- 
mer record, heid by Inga Vero- 
nina of Russia by half a second. 

Miss Voronia, who ispersonally 
known to Jeanne, set the record 
in 1961, in Aima Alta, in Russia. 

Alma Alta has a rink where the 
ice is always polished as smooth 
as glass, according to Jeanne, and 
the skaters who use it, while called

Jeanne made her record on a

Commenting further on the Rus- 
sian Skating, Jeanne said that it is

Now of Lake Placid 


Jeanne revealed that she is no 
longer a resident of Wilmington, 
but rather a resident of Lake Pla- 
cid, New York. 

It was a matter of economics, 
Jeanne, through the years, has 
been helped by fellow townspeople 
and has used up her meager savings 
in her bid for skating mastery. 

‘The past summer she needed 
$800 to go to Colorado Springs 
for further training. She was un- 
able to get it in Wilmington, nor 
could the Northeastern Skating As-

And Lake Placid is now her 
home. When she takes part in the 
1964 Olympiad, in Innsbruck, Aus- 
tria, {t will no longer be the little 
five foot two girl from Wilmington 
but Jeanne Ashworth, US and World 
Champion, of Lake Placid, NY.

PROPOSED ARTICLES 
FOR ANNUAL 
TOWN MEETING 


Of the articles submitted by the 
public, which were reviewed in the 
Selectmen’s meeting of Monday, 
more of them had to do with zoning 
and the zoning by law than any other 
category. 


Industrial Rezoning 


There were five proposals for 
rezoning land to Industrial, with 
two of them being practicaly !- 
dentical, but submitted by different 
parties, 

Two articles called for rezoning 
land on the western side of Bal- 
lardvale Street, from the power 
Mines northward to the Andover 
line, and judging by the signatures 
in one of the articles, it could have 
been signed in a meeting of the 
town Democratic committee, 

Another article proposes to re- 
zone land at the end of Kilmarnock 
Road to industrial, and the last one 
proposes to rezone land on Main 
Street, near the Maple Meadow 
Brook, to industrial, 


Inspector’s Proposals 


Minot J Anderson, Building Ins- 
pector of Wilmington has submitted 
four articles, calling for changes 
in the Zoning By Law. 

One of these would amend the 
law to make section III-1-(a) read 
‘One single detached family dwell- 
ing’ and thus clear up an ambiguous 
phrase. In the same article Mr 
Anderson proposes that the mini- 
mum dwelling space inapartments 
be at least 760 square feet, 

Mr Anderson also proposes to 
have an amendment to the Zoning 
Map which would have a double

headed arrow, in place of the pre- 
sent single headed arrow, used for 
telling directions, on the map, 

The present arrow tells the di- 
ection of magnetic north only. Mr 
Anderson wants the arrow to also 
show the direction of true north. 

Anderson has another article 
which proposes that, when the 
Attorny General should turn down 
zoning voted by the town, the entire 
by-law would not be negated, but 
only those provisions to which the 
Attorney General should specifi- 
cal y object. 

In the same article he proposes 
that the town raise the penalty for 
violation of Zoning By Laws from 
$20 to $50. 

In another article Mr Anderson 
has proposed that the minimum 
dwelling space in detached homes 
be 760 square feet, not including 
stairways, halls, closets, laundry 
rooms, etc, The 800 square foot 
law, voted by the town some years 
ago, has been negated by action of 
the State legislature, and at present 
there is no fully legal minimum, 


Appeal Board Proposal 


Louis E Gage, Chairman of the 
Board of Appeals, has submitted 
an article asking that the Board of 
Appeals be authorized to make 
exceptions in the height, area and 
yard size regulations inthe Zoning 
By Law Section V-1, which ts the 
general table of requirements for 
all zones, 


Garden Apartments 


An article submitted by Ear! 
Hamilton, asks that the town con- 
Sider the establishment of Garden 
Type Apartments, in the Zoning 
By Law. 

Two articles have been submit- 
ted, for zoning for Garden Type 
Apartments, if the proposed law 
is accepted by the town meeting, 

Mr Hamilton asks that land he 
owns, near Routes 62 and 93, in 
North Wilmington, be rezoned for 
Garden Type Apartments, and the 
second article is by Harold E 
Smith, of Woburn Street, who is 
asking for a similar rezoning, on 
land he owns off Woburn Street, 
and near Lowell Street. 


Group Insurance 


The Wilmington Town Employ- 
ees Association has submitted an 
article asking that the town accept 
Chapter 32 B, of the General Laws 
which authorizes a town or other 
municipality to have contributory 
group life insurance for its em- 
ployees, including accidental death 
insurance, and dismemberment in- 
Surance, and also including group 
or blanket hospital, surgical and 
medical insurance, 


Selectemen’s Articles 


The Board of Selectmen are not 
required to submit their articles 
in advance of the ‘shut off’ time 
(which was at 5 pm Monday) and 
will undoubtedly have a number of 
articles for the consideration of 
the town meeting. 

The Town Crier reported last 
week that the Selectmen were con- 
sidering warrant articles for side- 
walks on Lowell Street, and along 
Middlesex Avenue to High Street 
in North Wilmington, and that there 
would probably be anarticle for the 
purchase of land by the town, ad- 
jacent to the police station, 

Also reported was that there 
would be an article for the con- 
struction of a new pumping station 
for the Water Department, near the 
Town Park, with the TM believing 
that he could reconstruct the base- 
ball diamond, so that home plate 
would be near Main Street and the 
railroad, thus continuing the field 
without taking land that would be 
needed for the well field, 

In addition to these, there are 
proposals for articles calling for 
the purchase of two new Police 
Cruisers ($2800), a Highway Dept 
truck of 25,000 GVW ($6,000), a 
1/2 ton pickup truck for the High 
way Department ($2500), a car 
for the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment ($2500), a truck with a hy- 
draulic lift & dump box for the 
Tree Department ($14,000), and 
a Brush Chipper for the Tree De- 
partment ($3,000). 

Also being considered is a new 
ambulance, to cost $11,500, 
a Street Sweeper, to cost $12, 

The Selectmen are also consid- 
ering an article calling for $17,940 
for furthering drainage, and an 
article asking to pave and widen 
Middlesex Avenue from Church 
Street to Clark Street, for the 
sum of $9,920, 

Development of the Town Park 
is another item that is being con- 
sidered, apparently under a 20 
year program, with an estimated 
cost of $16,800 a year, 

The last item that is in the 
Selectmen's agenda is for a new 
Town Hall, at an estimated cost 
of $250,000, The Selectmen are 
using a 20 year figure, for pay~ 
ment of the Town Hall,
